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The Choice For The West 


An Editori 


ESTERN voters, who elect about one-quarter of the 
members of the House of Commons, have it in their 
power to insure a Liberal majority in the next parliament 
and a Liberal Government at Ottawa during the next four 
or five years. They should think ahead to 1940 when they 
come to mark their ballots. 


The return of 4 Liberal Government will mean:— 


A reduction of the tariff and a cut in the cost of liv~ 
ing—the narrowing of the wholly artificial spread between 
the prices the Canadian consumer has to pay and the prices 
paid by consumers in the United States; 


The end of the tariff racket and its replacement by a 


tariff framed primarily to produce public revenue—an ob- 
viously necessary change when the public debt is piling up 


at the rate of $140,000,000 a year; : 


Such removal of tariff barriers and administrative 
barriers as will allow trade to flow again, and permit Cana- 
dian products to find markets in countries from which 
they are now barred; 


An almost certainly successful effort to make trade 
treaties with the United States and other countries, which 
there is no possibility of securing so long as the importa- 
tion of goods into Canada is regarded as a commercial 
crime and treated as such; 


An extension of the British preference; 
The restoration of parliamentary government; 


A policy of work and wages, under direction and super- 
vision of a non-political advisory commission; 


The end of “blank cheques”; 
A guaranteed price for wheat to the growers; 


Preservation of the right to free speech and assembly; 


Public ownership of the Central Bank, recovery to 
parliament of contro] over currency, and the use of the 
public credit for the welfare of the nation calculated “in 
terms of public need”’; 


Co-operation between the Dominion and the provinces 
in planning public works, in financing, and in whatever 
amendments to the constitution are necessary to allocate 
powers of taxation and regulation of industry. 


Western voters can insure the adoption of these poli- 
cies by electing Liberal candidates, and in no other way. 
The alternative to a Liberal government is a coalition of 
minority groups, without common ground of declared pol- 
icy, most probably under the leadership of Mr. Bennett, 
and dominated by the “national government” conspirators 
for whose support he made a direct bid in his Toronto 
speech on Wednesday. And, probably, a break-up of the 
incoherent coalition in a year or so and another. general 
election. + 


From a well-informed source, which is not Liberal, an 
estimate has been given that 110 Liberals will be elected 
east of the Manitoba boundary. If there is to be a Liberal 
majority in the new House—and adoption of these policies 
so vital to western interests, it is the West that must 
supply the additional members required to make up that 
majority. 


Twenty or more Liberal members from western Can- 
ada will insure stable government along these lines. There 


is no way to either assure stable government or to vote 
for these policies except by supporting Liberal candidates.

in Athens Calls 
Ruler Back 


| ATHENS, Oct. 12.—Greece’s new 
| Royalist government issued a pro- 
clamation to the people Friday 
calling former King George, for 12 
years in exile, “the father and pro- 
tector of all Greeks.” 

The statement was signed by 
General George Kondylis, “The 
Little Corporal,’ and minister of 
war, who seized the reins of the 
government in a sudden coup d'etat 
Thursday which dealt a death blow 
to the republic. 

(In London former King George 
smilingly went his way. His 
equerry said, “His Majesty has no 
plans for an immediate return 
which can be published. We are 
very busy, that is all I can say.”) 

The cabinet passed a decree re- 
storing citizenship to all Greek 
princes dis¢nfranchised when the 
monarchy was abolished in 1923. 
Royal emblems replaced those of 
the 12-year-old republic 
forms of soldiers.

A Day in Canadian History 


Tomorrow, Oct. 13, will be the 
anniversary of the battle on 
Queenston Heights and the death 
of General Sir Isaac Brock in 1812. 
Historians and orators write and 
talk their praises of Brock, bui 
few of them have a word of com- 
mendation for the man who won 
the victory after Brock’s death. 
They pass over the very import- 
ant fact that if the invaders were 
routed that day it was due to the 
strategy and military resource of 
Roger Hale Sheaffe. Had he 
lived Brock might — probably 
would — have achieved the same 
result, but he died in his gallant 
and reckless charge at the head 
of the York volunteers, nd it 
was Sheaffe who won the vic- 
tory.

It was given him by 
his grandfather, who entered Vicks- | 
burg with the victorious Northern | 
troops. 

Although yellowed with age and 
torn in part, the paper is still well 
preserved and some of the items | 
are enlightening. As might be sup- 
posed, the paper is filled with war | 
news and casualty lists, but two} 
items make this particular issue} 
outstanding. The first was evi- 
dently written by Editor J. M. 
Swords, also the owner of the| 
paper. July 2 was on a Thursday 
that year, and the fire-eating editor 
under a captain On Dit, says:
